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DETAILED ACTION 

This comnnunication is responsive to tlie Applicants' Arguments filed 2/1/08. 
Claims 54-58 are pending in the application. Claim 54 is an independent claim. 

Response to Arguments 

Regarding the Applicants' argument that no RCE filed. Examiner agrees. 

Applicant's arguments filed 2/1/08 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Regarding the Applicants' argument that "Underwood does NOT 
disclose any XML document that specifies relationships between web pages of a 
multi-page web site" on page 2, Examiner disagrees. 

Underwood in col. 5, starts from line 15 teaches the definer includes 
various modules including a site provider/definer for defining the structure, 
content and embedded applications of a web site... the web definer, while 
allowing a user to change the look and feel of a web site, maintains the content 
and navigation of the web site, if the user desires, without making any changes 
thereto - lines 59-61 . Underwood continuously explains on col. 7, lines 3-10 that 
" the navigational links that provide access to all pages of a user's web site are 
maintained no matter how the user changes or manipulates the underlying 
structure of the site, such as the look and feel or the content... the most efficient 
way to maintain links between pages of the web site based on their 
structural relationship with one another ." Col. 49 starts from line 1 discloses 
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"any fields from tlie Property Page form witli fields names corresponding to 
property names are automatically saved by definer. Underwood col. 5, line 39 
teaches " Property Page may be provided to allow the user to modify the 
individual elements of the XML structure. " Thus, Underwood recognizes XML 
structures of web sites' pages exist. 

Col. 14, last paragraph does teach on line 59 that "On the left is a site map 
that lists the pages included in the site;" 

Please see the Office Action dated 1 2/1 3/07 for the details of the Office 
Action's rejection.
